Governor Beymonr at Buffalo~The Pro-
gramme of His Dolngs for the Coming

Burravo, Oct, 2%.—Notwithstanding the in-
clement weather today, an immense crowd
gatbered in the ekatiug rink to bear Governor
Seymour, The Hon, Jumez Humphreys callod
the meeling to order at 830, wonen uovernor
seymour delivered an address, He contended
thut reconstruction ia a fuilnre, becwuse poace
and order do npot prevail at the South, He
agseried thatl the debt bhas not been reduced nor
taxation hghiencd by the party in power, He-
ferrivg to the general couviction that a Demo
cratic administration would juapgursie civil
wer, he snswered the argument frow Blafds
threats with the objection that a Democratio
Kxecutive wounld be covironted by a e ublicnu
Benale, & Hepublican Housge of Hepresentatives,
and by the army aud loyal organizations ol Lhe
country under General Grant,

Mr, Seymour then entered luto a long argn
ment sgainst the reconstruction measures, and
found 1null with the export tax at one time
placed upon cotton, He condemned the way in
which the currency of the country is distributed,
arguing that in this respect the East 15 favored
at the expence of the Wost, In alluding to the
charge that the Democratic parly propose repo-
dintion, bhe maintaloed that it BI.ODI[ by the letter
of the contract,

Governor Seymour then went on to say that L
the Democratic lparty guceceded at thls eiection,
it conld, of itseit, not make or amend the lnws—
it would only be able to hold the violent leaders
of the Republican party in check.
